THE GENERAL OUTLOOK. 
BESULT OF THE BATTLES AROUND PLEVNA. 
[By Cableto The Chicago Tribune. } 

Lonpon Orrice or Tun Cuicaco Trisvne, 
6 Parorave.Puiace, Srranp, Sept. 19—10 p. 
m.—There is @ comparative lull of opera- 
tions at the seat of war. The bombardment 
of Plevna is reported to have ceased, though 
the Turks are still firing occasionally at Re- 
doubt Gravitza, which is still in possession 
of the enemy. 

In casting up the recent series of struggles 


in that vicinity, the Efiglish papers are in- 


clined to admit that their first estimates of 
the result 
WERE INCORRECT OR OVERESTIMATED. 
It is somewhat singular that the Daily 
News, the recognized organ of the pro-Russian 


feeling, was the paper which most loudly | 


proclaimed that the battle ended in a Rus- 
sian defeat,—led into this error by its own 
correspondent, usually trustworthy, who left 
the field at a moment when the Russian pros- 
peots seemed most desperate. Subsequent 
reviews of the engagement show that the 
Russian forces 
WERE NOT SO UNSUCCESSFUL 
as supposed, and suffered far fewer losses of 
men and guns than the Turks. On the 
whole, it is now considered here that the 
contest is still undecided, and the heaviest 
and most decisive fighting is still to come. 
Meanwhile the meeting of Andrassy and 
Bismarck has given rise to innumerable re- 
ports concerning peace proposals and armis- 
tice, none of which have mere than 
AN IMAGINARY “FOUNDATION. 

This is not the time for either belligerent to 
propose a cessation of hostilities. Neither 
has been wholly successful or utterly defeat- 
ed. Nodoubt Bismarck and Andrassy dis-

TAKEN, BUT NOT HELD. 

Lonpox, Sept. 19.—A correspondent at Schip- 
ka reports that on the 17th, after seven hours’ 
bloody fighting, in which the Turks showed 
extraordinary gallantry, they, at 5 in the even- 
in k Fort St. - the highest point 
of Russiau works, capturing four guns, but 
later, owing to large reinforcements received 
dy the Russians, and the enormous difficulty of 
the position, the Turks were obliged tg aban- 
don it. 

SIEGE OF PLEVNA. 

A correspondent. before Plevna says, writing 
on the 16th: “The siege proceeds by sap and 
trench. The Turks must soon be shut in en- 
tirely. The spirit of all ranks of the Russian 
army is admirable. Supplies are plentiful and 
the weather is splendid.” 

ANOTHER ATTACK. 

Loxpon, Sept. 18 —4 dispatch from Bu- 
charest reports that the Roumanians before 
Plevna yesterday attacked a strong Turkish re- 
doubt, but were‘repulsed. 

BucHargst, Sept. 19.—The Roumanians in 
their abortive attack on the redoubt before 
Plevna on Tuesday last lost 300 killed and 
wounded. 

STRONG HOPES. 

ADRIANOPLB, Sept. 19.—Strong hopes of 
speedy victory in Schipka Pass are still enter- 
tained there. The Turks, by constant fire 
night and day, prevent the repairs of the Rus- 
sian works. The Kusstans are withdrawing part 
of their forces. 

GEN. SKOBELOFYF, 
now in Bucharest, has been appointed to com- 
mand the Sixteenth Division before Plevna. He 
has decided to start for his command immedi- 
ately, although suffering from fever. 
. REINFORCEMENTS FOR OSMAN PASHA. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 19.—The Porte has 
telegraphed its representatives abroad that the 
30,000 men who have been sentto the assist- 
ance of Osman have arrived at Orchanic. 

MONTEN BGRO. 

CrerTrinss, Sept. 19.—The Turkish garrison of 
Bilek has been permitted to depart. 

The Montenegrins are marching against Sto- 
latz, and have commenced operations against 
Forts Nosdra and Zlostup, in the Duga Pass.

BISMARCK AND. ANDRASSY. 

SaLzBura, Sept. 19.—Bismarck and Andrassy 
met to-day and remained in conference four 
ours. 

BERLIN, Sept. 19.—Thesemi-official Provincial 
Correspondence says the two statesmen whose 
accord has during a series of 
years contributed so greatly to bringing 
the common policy of the three Emperors in 
the interests df Buropean peace to a successful 
issue, must have found it of the utmost value 
to exchange views relative to the means of 
further carrying out their great mission. 

PREDICTION. 

Lonpon, Sept..19.—A Berlin dispatch says: 
„Nou may rely upon it that the object of the 
meeting of Bismarck and Andrassy is to try to 
hit upon a course of medifition to be under- 
taken, in conjunction with England, and to 
come to an understanding regarding the East- 
ern question generally.” 

NO PEACE, 
THE RUSSIANS WILL FIGHT IT OUT. 

BUCHAREST, Sept. 19.—Russian officials of 
high rank here have declared that although 
they were opposed to the war in the 
first place, yet, now that for a 


time it has gone untowardly, they 


victorious end is reached. They assert that they 
express the sentiment of the great mass of the 
Russian people. 

UNFOUNDED RUMORS. 

Vrenna, Sept. 19.— Rumors about mediation 
looking toward an armistice which abounded on 
the eve of the Salzburg meeting have turned 
out to be unfounded. They have not only been 
semi-officially denied from St. Petersburg, but 
nothing is known of them in quarters in Vicnna 
which might be supposed to have best informa-

MACMAHON. 
THE FRENCH PRESIDENT ASSUMES 
OF DICTATOR. 

Paris, Sept. 19.—Following is the full text of 
MacMahon’s manifesto: 

FRENcuMEN: You are about to be called upon to 
nominate your representatives in the Chamber of 
Deputies. I do not assume to exercise any pres- 
sure upon your choice, bat I feel bound 
to dispel any doubt upon what you are about to do. 
What I have done is this: Por the last four years 
Ihave maintained peace, and the personal confidence

would not listen to suggestions WP ö 
that every man is determined to out till a 


ifestation of your sentiments. After so many 
trials, France desires stability, order, and peace, 
and with God's help we will secure to the country 
these benefits. You will listen to the words of a 
soldier who serves no party and no revolutionary 
or retrograde passion, ana who is guided by noth- 
ing but love for his country. 

The manifesto is countersigned by the Minis- 
ter of the Interior. The decree fixing the date 
of the elections for Oct. 14 Fill be published on 
the 22d inst.

“This sentence isin flat contradiction to the 
Manifesto itself, and to all political rules 
observed by modern civil society. It says 
in other words, I shall accept the decision 
of the nation if it conforms with mine; I shall 
brave it if it is contrary to mine.’ This position 
is so strangely out of place, coming from tbe 
chief of a Democratic nation in possession of 
, universal suffrage, that, despite the au- 
thenticity af my information, I think it 
advisable to await the publication of the 
official tex: before pronouncing decidedly upon 
It seems impossible that it should be an- 
unced beforehand, and without necessity, 
that the wish of the nation is to be over- 
ruled after it has been appealed to, 
and when it has delivered its judgment 
after five months of reflection. If this sentence 
exists such as I give it, it can only be a kind of 
provocation aiming at spreading irritation and 
discouragement throughout the nation. How 
can the same man say he respects the Republic, 
and that he braves the elections? How can he 
in the same breath declare he 
the Constitution and that he places himself 
above it! There seems to be confusion here, 
and I would not have reproduced sentence 
were the source whence I have derived it such 
to warrant mein believing it be ipcor- 


rect. 
THE FRENCH PRESS. : 
Paris, Sept. 19.—President Macaahon’s 
manifesto has created an immense sensation. 
The Bonapartist and Clerical papers applaud it 
as a declaration of no surrender. The Temps, 
which so far is the most outspoken 
of the Republican papers, declares 
the manifesto. unprecedented.

THE TRAIN ROBBERS. 
Special Di*patch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Omana, Neb. Sept. 19.—One of the most dar- 
ing and successful railroad express robberies 
ever perpetrated in this country occurred last 
night at about 10:45 o’clock at Big Springs, a 
small and isolated station on the Union Pacific 
Reilroad, 361 miles west of Omaha, The details 
the robbery I have obtained from Union Pacific 
officials, who, early this morning, were in receipt 
of dispatches announcing the startling news. 

Just previous to the arrival of the expres 
train No. 4, bound east, in charge of Conductor 
Patterson, two masked men stepped into the 
office of the Station Agent, Mr. Barn- 
hart, who was taken completely 
surprise. They pointed four cocked 
revolvers at him and order®d him to tear up 
his telegraph instrument. Mr. Barnhart tried 
to deceive them by taking up his sounder, but 
they stopped him and made him take up his 
relay, which they carried off with them. The 
person who gave the orders was the Captain, 
and scemed to be an intelligent man, and Mr. 
Barnhart is of opinion that he is a telegraph- 
operator. They then ordered him to put out 
his red light, all the time keeping him covered 
with revolvers. After the red light was hung 
out on the track they commanded Barnhart to 
get bis mail ready as usual. 

Their arrangements were now complete for 
receiving the expected train, which soon came 
along, and, of course, stopped in obedience to 
the red-light signal. The masked marauders, 
there being seven of them in the party, then at 
once began to carry out their well-laid plans. 
The four who had Barnhart in charge took him to 
the door of the express car and made him knock 
as he usually does when he wishes the express 
messenger to open the door. Miller, the ex- 
press messenger, haying no suspicion that any 
other person except Barnhart was outside, open- 
ed the door a little way, when three of the robbers 
caught the door, and, throwing it wide open, 
presented their revolvers at the messenger. 
They then went through one of the safes in the 
car and secured the treasure-boxes, containing 
$60,000 in gold coin. The through safe, which 
has a combination lock which is only unlocked 
at each end of the Union Pacific Road, they did 
not touch, as the messenger did not know the 
combination, and could not, therefore, reveal 
the secret to them, notwithstanding their 
threatening demands. The robbers did not in- 
terfere with the United States mails, but went 
from the express car into the first-class passen- 
ger coaches and robbed the passengers, after 
which they disappeared. 

They had no horses in sight, but it is sup- 
posed that they nad their steeds concealed near 
by. 

Above are the particulars according to Barn- 
hart’s dispatch. Further details are learned 
from. Conductor Patterson’s telegrams, in 
which it is stated that the party numbered from 
ten to fifteen men. 

When he arrived at Big Springs Station they 
had, as stated above, captured the Agent, cut 
the telegraph instruments, and hung out a red 
light for orders. When he stepped upon the 
platform to get his telegraphic orders two men 
with cocked revolvers in each hand told him to 
throw up his hands, which he did. They 
had already captured the express messenger, 
engineer, and fireman. Besides the coin they 
got $458 in cnrrency from the express-car. 
From a passenger named L. Morris they got a 
gold watch, $430 in money, and a ticket to Chi- 
cago. 

While they were robbing the passengers, 
frieght-train No. 10 came along, and this inter- 
rupted them in their plunderiug process among 
the passengers. As the freight was approach- 
ing Conductor Patterson was allowed to go un- 
der guard to flag it. A guard accompanied him 
until he passed the sleepers, when the guard re- 
joind the main gang, who then quickly disap- 
peared. 

They had extinguished the fire in the engine 
of the express train, and, when the freight 
train came up, Conductor Patterson started the 
freight-engine out to spread the news and get 
up a party to pursue them. Miller? the express 
messenger, was somewhat bruised about the 
head, but not dangerously, at the hands of the 
robbers, who took revolvers away from him. 

Sheriff McCarthy, of Sidney, started out early 
this morning with a large posse in pursuit of 
the thieves, and Sheri radley, of North 
Platte, has also gone after them. 

The country in which the robbery was commit- 
ted is wild and dreary, and some trouble may be 
experienced in striking the right trail. fe is 
thought they have gone north, and that they 
are the same robbers who have recently been 
plundering Black Hills stage coaches. 

Upon receipt of the dispatches ir Omaha, be- 
fore day licht this morning, they were carried to 
Gen Superintendent Clark, at his residence, 
and be was soon at the office. The first thing 
that he did was to notify all telegraph stations 
along the line and in the Black Hills, offering a 
reward of $10,000 for the capture of the thieves 
and money, or a proportionate amount for either. 
He then telegraphed the information to all other 
parts of the country. 

This is the first robbery of the kind that has 
ever occurred on the Union Pacific, although it 
is a wonder to many that the trains of this road 
have not long before been attacked, as they 
have been on other roads running through more 
thickl y-settled regions. 

The loss, of course, falls upon the Union Pa- 
cific Express 8 an organization that is 
part of the Railroad Company. 

The above amount of coin is considcred a 
very large sum as compared with the average. 
It was a shipment from California. The Com- 
pany has expected that some such an affair 
would happen at some time, and, in 
anticipation of just such deviltry, ther have 
had the doors of the express cars barred 
with boiler-iron. Machinery is so arranged that 
messengers can fix it any time so as not to open 
the door more than six inches, and hence, in 
this case, there must be some — explanation, 
as undoubtedly there is, as to how the robbers 
m to throw the door wide open. One 
man, it is said, with the usual tools and ma- 
chinery, ought to keep out twenty men. 

Sheriff Bradley, of North Platte, when ten 
miles out of Big Springs, struck tke robbers’ 
trail, and found two of their revolvers and a 
treasure-box empty. 

pon the arrival of the train here at 6 o’clock 
this evening 1 interviewed passengers and train- 
men, and found their statements to agree in the 
main with the above account. Conductor Pat- 
terson, while under guard, was robbed of money 
and watch, but got his watch back, as they 
dropped it and he picked it up after they lett. 
Andy Riley, of this city, was on a caf platform, 
an ordered him to go in, and, as 
be did not step quick enough, they shot at him 
twice, one ball his left hand. They also 

bed him of $25 and two watches. Councii- 
man Cumings, who was on the platform at the 
same time, got inside just as the shots were 
fired. The bullets sank into the door frame. 
Phe passenger coach was robbed by six men, 
who, with vointed and cocked revolvers, ordered 
everybody's hands up. ‘Lhey collected $1,300 
in currency, besides watches, jewelry, and rail- 
road tickets. They attempted to fore open the 
door of a sleeper, but failed. The p ups 
say that there were thirteen men in the party. 
Every effort will be made to capture them.

proceeded to lay their plaus of attack. A email 
fort was built with boards at the corner of the 
stable, aud an old ax placed bandy for the 
purpose of opening the treasure-box. The 
wounded robber was taken into the sta- 
tion, where all the parties remained auring 
the night.

He was well known to every prominent 
shipper in the South, and he received a 
good salary, almost equal to that of 
a general officer. There was apparent- 
ly no reason why he should put 
himself, out of tie way. On the night of the 
BUth of May last, Horace F. Smith, in company 
with an English short-hand writer named Hath- 
away, who was his guest, and a colored man, 
started to go across the river in a skiff. From 
that time Smith was invisible to friend and 
foe alike. Hathaway and the darkey returned 
to the city without him, and told the suspicious 
story that Smith had lost his life by falling 
overboard, having broken a biood-vessel in 
hit effort to impart rapid motion to 
the skiff. The story was believed. 
Hathaway’s utation for veracity was as 
good as any in ville, and the many friends 
of Smith mourned him asa dear departed. The 
Memphis offices and the General ‘ight office 
at Louisville were draped im crape, and a large 
reward was offered for the recovery of the body. 
Body after body was found, but none that could 
be identified. As Smith was heavily insured in 
Eastern life-insurance companies, not 
a few people suspected something 
wrong. Amon these was Chicf Attry 
of the Memphis police, who 
kept diligent track of Mrs. Smith and other 
members of that family. In due time Attry 
heard anonymous)y that Smith had been seen in 
Galveston, and tuat, shortly afterwards, Mrs. 
Smith left town, only to be followed by one of 
Atiry’s minions. © Lastly, one of Smith’s 
brothers, who kept a hotel at the Hot Springs, 
in Arkansas, received a letter from some point 
in Texas written by the absent railroader, and 
he duly forwarded it to Milton H. Smith, the 
brother in Louisville. This letter fell into the 
hands of the detective, and thus the fact 
was fully established that Smith is still 
in the land of the living. At one time so little 
doubt was entertained of Smith’s deatu that his 
estate was opened, and Amos Woodrull, of 
Memphis, appomted administrator. There 
were policies on his life amounting to $25,000. 
Detectives have gone to Galveston, Tex., to 
bring him back, as it is understood that Smith 
will make no effort to evade them.

The soldiers had 
taken the Indian qillage, but being overpowered 
by num ers they Were obliged to fall back and 
light their way to a position on the side of 
the mountain which the enemy had already 
taken possession of. They had a desperate en- 
counter, but carricd the point, and immediate- 
ly dug trenches with their trowel bayonets. In 
the meantime the wounded had been leſt on 
the bottom by the ercek, and, while the bucks 
set fire to the grass and tried to burn the little 
band of soldiers out of their trenches, the 
squaws mangled and tortured the poor fellows 
who were still alive but unable to belp them- 
selvcs. The atrocities perpetrated upon the 
helpless boys in blue by these she-devils can 
hardly be realized by any one unaccustomed 
te tales of savage barbarity. They heat- 
ed their camas-hooks red-hot, and then 
thrust them into the bouies of 
the wounded; mangled them in every 
conceivable manner and slowly tortured them 
to death in ways known only to red devils. 
Early in the action a bugler, a mere boy, was 
wounded in both legs. One of his comrades 
carried him off the field and then returned to 
the fight, the bugler saying that he would rest 
there a few minutes aud then try and walk off 
to a place of safety. The Indians got possession 
of the creek and bottom land, the squaws die- 
covered, mutilated him, and burned both his 
eyes out.

Sr, Lots, Sept. 19.—The steamboat Great 
Republic, the grandest and most palatial craft 
that ever plied the Mississippi, was discovered 
to be on fire at midnight to-night, and in spite 
of every effort to save the mammoth vessel it 
rapidly burned to the water’s edge. As 
near as can be learned, the flames were 
first discovered in the starboard wheel-house, 
and next it broke through the cabin floor. Be- 
fore any assistance could be rendered, the 
steamer Carondelet, lying alongside, also took 
fire. There are reports that. several other 
steamers burned and floated off, but this is 
doubtless an exaggeration. The Republic was 
built in 1868 at Pittsburg at a cost of $317,000. 
Her first commander was B. Donaldson, who 
shot the negro deckhand while the boat was en 
route to St. Louis, and she had run but two or 
three trips. From that day until she was sold 
to Capt. W. H. Thorwegan , her commander and 
owner, np te the time of the fire, the beat 
laid up in St. Louis harbor. The sale took 
place in 1871, Capt. Thorwegan purchasing it. 
In the winter of 1875-76 the boat was 
put on the docks for enlargement and improve- 
ment. In the spring of 1876 che appeared with 
an addition of seventy feet to ber 
the longest boat ever 
the waters of the Mississippi or any other 
Western river. The boat was then appraised 
by the insurance men at $350,000, and is insured 
for $50,000. 

The steamer Carondelet is a total loss, and 
will add at least $75,000 to the aggregate dam- 
age. The officers of the boat ean give no ac- 
count of the origin of the fire.

In his love for 
and devotion to the work of God he has 
never wavered. During the _ thirty-three 
years that he has presided over the Church, 
since the martyrdom of the Prophet Joseph, his 
knees have never trembled, ttis hands have 
never shook; he has never faltered or quailed. 
However threatening the surroundings or pros- 
pects may have been, he has never been dis- 
mayed, but at those times he has exhibited such 
serene confidence and faith and uttered such 
words of encouragement as to comfort and sus- 
tain all the people, and to call forth their love 
and admiration. e Lord, however, not only 
blessed him with valor, but He endowed bim 
with great wisdom.

[Cold woyld always buy in New York as much 
more wheat, corn, pork, or cattle than green- 
backs, as the premium over tbe depreciated 
notes would purchase. Of course the produce 
market could not follow the enormous rises and 
falle in the value of greenbacks which would 
occur several times in a day; but it always did 
follow the general average rise and fall. The 
reason was that the price of farm ucts was 
fixed by the foreign quotations in and. The 
sale of the surplus grain and meats determined 
the price of the Whole produetion—less cost of 
transportation and handling. Europe always 
bought from us for coin money or coin exci@nge, 
and of course the buyers could afford to pay 
acertain amount of gold value in greenbacks 
for each bushel or pound 1 bought. Thus if 
the gold price of wheat in New York was $1.50, 
and gold in greevbacks Was quoted at $1.50 or 
$2, the greenback price for the wheat would be 
$2.25 or $3 per busbel, aud relatively for ail 
other fluctuations of the paper currency. Our

wholesale robbery that has been perpetrated 
during the past two years. 


President MacManon’s manifesto to the 
French electors is a curious if not startling 
admixture of democratic and despotic ideas 
which sounds queerly in a land where repub- 
lican principles and republican rule have 
prepared the people to judge for themselves 
and to act upon that judgment on all politi- 
cal questions. The Marshal, while profess- 
ing to favor the present form of Government 
in France, hesitates not to strike at the very 
foundation-stone of that fabric by question- 
ing the patriotism of the French people as 
displayed in the choice of their legislators. 
The dictatorial tone of the President’s ap- 
peal to the people has in it so much that 
flavors of absolutism that it will be a won- 
der if its effect upon the elections be not 
such as to bring about the very state of af- 
fairs which MacManon professes a desire to 
avoid. ‘The French President, however, has 
one overpowering advantage. His manifesto 
will be spread broadcast by the servants of 
the Government, and its specious reasonings 
on the side of loyalty and patriotism will have 
their full effect upon the reading masses. 
The Opposition, on the contrary, labor under 
the many embarrassments imposed by the 
retrictive press laws, and its actions are 
hampered by fear of the judicial power, 
which is ever on the alert to carry out the 
behests of a Government more or less sub- 
jected to influences brought to bear by the 
Monarchical element. It remains to be seen 
what effect this remarkable State paper will 
have upon the pending elections, and 
whether the Republican leaders are equal to 
the emergency. 


After all that has been written and said 
abont the location of the site for the South- 
ern Penitentiary, after the array of convinc- 
ing and unanswerable objections urged 
against the action of the Legislative Commis- 
sion, the people of Illinois will be surprised 
to learn that the choice of Chester has been 
confirmed by the Board of Review, consist- 
ing of Gov. Cutiom. Auditor Nezpizs, and 
Attorney-General Epsatu. The selection of 
this site has been opposed by Tun Trimunz 
solely on the score of economy and fit- 
ness, and in the interest of the tax- 
payers upon whom will fall the bur- 
den entailed, and it has been found 
difficult to believe that private and personal 
interests would be permitted to outweigh 
these considerations. But such has been 
the result; Jake Bunn has swept the board. 
and the people must foot the bills. It will 
be notived in connection with the approval 
of the Chester job that no reasons are given 
in support of the selection, and the fact will 
not escape comment that it was found neces- 
sary to lug in an opinion, prepared by a 
Springfield firm, addressed to no one, and 
paid for by nobody knows whom, so tortur- 
ing the construction of the law as to show 
that the selection of Alton, the chief com- 
peting point, would be in contravention of 
the act authorizing the location and purehase. 
Gov. Colon and his official coadjutors in 
this matter cannot expect to avoid the impu- 
tatiqn of unworthy motives; the thing is too 
palpable and barefaced to be permitted to 
pass without censure. N 
GOLD AND GREENBACES. 

We yesterday pointed out some of the 
strange absurdities into which the Chicago 
Times plunges whenever it ventures into a 
discussion of any question of public econ- 
omy. Beyond its peculiar science of bawdry. 
it is helplessly, hopelessly ignorant, and, of 
course, makes a conspicuous exhibition of 
that ignorance. 

In speaking of the proposed payment by 
the Treasury in January, 1879, of the green- 
backs, Tun TRrsune some days ago suggested 
that, by the Resumption law, the Govern- 
ment had taken upon itself the whole bur- 
den of supplying the countgy with gold for 
all the purposes of business; that under 
that law it would have to obtain pos- 
session of whatever gold coin happened 
to be in the country at the time; and 
we added: 80 long as gold is to 
be had at the Treasury, no man will 
buy gold of the brokers; every man 
wishing gold to pay customs, or to 
remit to Europe, or to buy exchange, will of 
course go to the Treasury. The gold wants 
of the country are not less than $175,000,000 
a year; but as soon as it can be had on de- 
mand a large sum will be hoarded.” To this 
statement of a very self-evident consequence 
of the Treasury making gold coin the ex- 
| clusive currency, the Chicago Times, not 
knowing what to say, but ignorantly sup- 
posing that it was to be contradicted, replied 
as follows: 

The idea is that somehow or other the country 
would manage to use up $175,000,000 of gold 
every year, and would have to provide itself with 
that amount the first year, an additional equal 
amount the second vear, and soon ad infinitum. 
Because eo much is required every year to pay 
customs duties, interest on the public debt, etc. , 
therefore so much is annihiiated every year. The 
Times does not attempt to reconcile this notion 
with the fact that while the country does not pro- 


duce more than $50,000,900 of gold annually, it 
generally exports at least $25,000,000 more than 


so continues in the country. The Govern- 
ment receives it over the counter for dues 
and pays it out again for dobts. That is not 
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$100 to $350,000,000, On that day the 
‘Treasury will stick out a sign bearing this 
notice: Gold to be had here at par in ex- 
change for greenbacks on demand.” In New 
York, Baltimohe, Chicago, and other cities, 
there is a daily purchase of gold or gold ex- 
change. The importer sells his greenbacks, 
and with the proceeds buys gold or gold ex- 
change to remit in payment of his imports. 
Instead of selling his greenbacks to the 
brokers, he will, after the Ist of January, take 
them tothe Sub-Treasury and there get the 
gold at par. The anunal remittances of 
gold or exchange for all purposes will not 
fall short of $600,000,000. Brokers will not 
sell gold unless ata premium; no man will 
pay a premium on gold so long as he can 
get it from the Treasury at par, and the Gov- 
ernment has undertaken to supply the country 
with gold at par on demand to the full ex- 
tent of the outstanding greenbacks. The 
gold is not annihilated, but the greenbacks 
will be to the extent that the Government 
will be able to redeem them. To enable the 
Government to keep up with its redemption 
of greenbacks in gold on demand, the impor 
tation of gold must be greatly in excess of 
twenty-five millions of dollarsa year, and 
there must be some way invented by which 
the Government is to get possession of the 
gold: The extraordinary use for gold will 
necessitate an extraordinary supply. Where 
is this supply tocome from? If it be intend- 
ed to buy gold with 5 or 4} per cent bonds, it 
would be far more sensible and far more 
economical to fund them in a long 3.65 per 
cent bond. 

THE NEW PARTY AS SEEN ABROAD. 

The fame of the new National Working- 
men’s party has already reached Europe, and 
has excited a good deal of interest with re- 
gard to ite probable effect on politics and 
political parties in this country. The Phila- 
delphia correspondent of the London 7 imes 
devotes a long letter to the matter, and that 
journal's comments are a fair indication of 
Eaglish sentiment on this subject as on 
most others. Of course, the Times is un- 
able as yet to arrive at any conclusion as to 
the probable development of this new 
political movement; we shall all be better 
able to form some idea of this after the fall 
elections, and the exhibit of strength which 
the workingmen shall then make as a sepa- 
rate and independent political organization. 
But the I imes very shrewdly suspects that 
the new association will fall into the hands 
of demagogues who will use its material, in 
the present close division of the two great 
parties, for the purpose of bargain and sale. 
In commenting upon the platform of this 
organization, which is virtually the same 
wherever conventions or mass-meetings have 
been held, it says among other thinga: 

There are some parts of the platform, in- 
deed, which propose, from whatever motive, 
changes which would be a distinct improvement. 
Others are more doubtful, but do not go beyond 
the sphere within which the Government may be 
asked to meddle. We may piace in the former 
class the demand fora resumption of specie pay- 
ments and for sanitary inspection of workshops. 
Below these, and of more equivocal merit, come 
the proposal to elect al! State and al! National offi- 
cers by the direct vote of the people, the scheme 
for placing all railroads and telegraphs under im- 
mediate State control, the claim for universal gra- 
tuitous instruction. Butafter these the descent is 
rapid. Theinterference of the Government in the 
supposed interests of labor is soon carried beyond 
the point at which ft can be usefully exercised, un- 
til we come at length. after various steps down- 
wards, to a comprehensive plan for placing all in- 
dustries under the management of the Govern- 
ment, and working them as far as possible on a 
strictly co-operative system. These are, of course, 
wild dreams which can never be realized in America 
or anywhere else. In spite of the very 
hearty approval we can give to some parts of the 
workingmen's programme. we cannot go so far as 
to wish success to their movement. It is possibile 
to pay too high a price even for free trade, anda 
demand at the same time for free trade and quasi- 
Communism in respect of property is much too sus- 
picious for us to look upon it with any favor. 

It is evident that there has been a misap- 
prehension of a portion of this Working- 
men's platform. We have seen in none of 
the versions any vigorous demand for a re- 
sumption of specie payment; this mistake 
probably arose from the use of the term 
‘* lawful money in demanding that the pay 
of the workingmen shall be made weekly, 
but lawful money,” as used in this country, 
includes greenbacks and National Bank notes 
as well as specie. On the contrary, it is 
more than likely that the Workingmen’s 
party, composed in large part of an ignorant 
and gullible portion of the community, and 
under the leadership of demagogues, would 
readily approve of all manner of financial 
jugglery. So, too, it is a serious misappre- 
hension to accredit the new movement with 
a predisposition to free trade. The 
utterances of the Workingmen’s plat- 
form on this subject have not 
been very clear, but the phrasing 
that has been used 1s in imitation of the pro- 
tective formula, and the general inference is 
that they favor rather an increase than a 
moderation of the present high-tariff laws, 
except where they propose a wholesale sub- 
stitution of direct taxation, which would re- 
peal Internal Revenue laws as well, and 
throw the burden of supporting Government 
upon the farmers and lot-owners. In the 
case of the proposed sanitary inspection of 
workshops, which is approved, the weakness 
is in demanding that the General Govern- 
ment shall undertake this duty, which is 
foreign to its functions under our system, 
and which can be readily obteined from the 
local Governments by proper agitation. 

Perhaps it is as well to recapitulate the 
striking features of the programme which it 
is the avowed purpose of the National 
Workingmen's party to carry out, as declared 
at Baltimore, Cincinngti, Columbus, St. 
Louis, Chicago, and other centres where 
they have made public utterances. (1) They 
demand penalties for the failure to 
pay wages once a week; this means, in 
effect, a revival of the old system of im- 
prisonment for debt, with the difference 
that men thus imprisoned shall be supported 
at public expense. (2) They demand com- 
pulsory eight-hour labor as an equivalent of 
a day's work; that is, they propose to pun- 
ish every man whose health, energy, and 
frugality prompt him to work more than 
eight hours out of the twenty-four. 
(3) They demand that all employers shall be 
liable in damages for accidents to the injury 
of their employes; that is, the class of 
employers must assume upon themselves all 
the risk incident to natural causes, such as 
fire, storm, lightning, earthquake, etc., and 
also that incident to human carelessness, 
over both of which they have no control. 
(4) They demand that no child under 
14 years of age shall be permitted to 
earn his living or learn a trade whereby he 
may become a self and useful 
citizen later in life. (5) They demand the 
abolition of all conspiracy laws ; that is, they 
desire immunity for the trades-unions to 
combine to prevent other men from working, 
and to compel employers to accede to their 
terms by threats, intimidation, or violence. 
(6) They demand that the whole people shall 
support bureaus for gathering labor statistics, 
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by the partial suffrage of the 

alone. (7) They demand that there shall be 
no laws protecting patents for any length of 
time, which means that they desire there 


portation shall be run by the Government, 
though they do not say whether these insti- 
tutions shall be seized and confiscated, or 
paid for by farmers in the form of a 
direct tax. (10) They demand that all fac- 
tories and industrial enterprises shall like- 
wise be controlled by Government, and run 
on the co-operative plan, for the good of 
the whole people.” ‘These are all the dis- 
tinct and exceptional demands made by the 
National Workingmen’s party, and we think 
they may be included in a lump in the Lon- 
don Fim characterization “‘as wild 
dreams which can never be realized in Amer- 
ica or anywhere else. ‘There is some conso- 
lation in the opinion which the Times further 
expresses, to the effect that this movemen 
is probably an outgrowth of the transitory 
depression, and that with the return of good 
times (the dawn of which is already discern- 
ible) the new party will be deprived of its 
disagreeable teason of existence, and cease 
to be. 


THE VIRGINIA PATENT TAX. 

The village doctor in the State of Virginia 
who has invented the machine for levying 
taxes on the sale of spirits and malt bever- 
ages has probably outwitted all the scientffic 
writers and Congresses who for centuries 
have endeavored to devise a scheme of equi- 
table taxation that would produce revenue. 
That has been a problem which has defied 
science and Government. As was lucidly 
remarked by a rising statesman in Congress, 
the Government which had suppressed the 
gigantic Rebellion had proved to be unabl? 
to collect the whisky tax ! 

Great emergencies produce great discov- 
eries. The*State of Virginia is hopelessly in 
debt; she is largely in arrear on the annual 
interest; the Legislature refuses to levy a 
direct tax on property sufficient to pay the 
interest ; and there is a very large party in 
the State in favor of repudiating both prin- 
cipal and interest. Dr. Morrar ig in favor 
of paying the debt; but he was unable to 
indace the Legislature to levy taxes for that 
purpose, and, in desperation, he invented a 
machine by which every glass of liquor or 
of beer sold could be registered, and the 
seller become liable to the State for a tax 
thereon. This invention has been described 
in Tae Tamonn. The tax on spirituous 
drinks is two and a half cents, and on beer 
and ale one-half cent, a drink. It is esti- 
mated that this tax will yield the State 
$800,000 a year. 

The State of Virginia has about one-half 
the population of Illinois, and of this a large 
proportion are negroes, living in the country, 
who do not patronize the public saloons. 
Virginia has no large cities as Illinois has, 
and her smaller cities are not numerous. If 
this invention shall produce $800,000 rev- 
enue in that State, what ought it to produce 
in Illinois? The tax on beer, assuming a 
barrel to contain thirty-two gallons and 
each glass to contain half a pint, will equal 
$2.06 a barrel. The ordinary price of spirit- 
uous drinks in Virginia, as well as generally 
throughout the country, is 10 cents; in 
consequence of this tax, the price for drinks 
will be raised to 12} cents, or two drinks for 
a quarter. Now let us try how this law 
would operate in Illinois. There are in 
Chicago 2,700 saloons, of which in 1,000 
beer alone may be said to be sold. These 
saloons sell from a‘ quarter barrel to six 
barrels a day. Putting the average at 
one barrel each a day for 360 days, 
we have as the daily consumption 
in the beer-saloons 1,000 barrels, or 360,000 
barrels in the year. At $2 a barrel, the tax 
from this source will be $720,000 in Chicago 
alone. 

The sales in the other 1,700 saloons are 
mainly of spirituous liquors. These saloons 
must yield to the proprietors a reasonable 
support for a family say of six persons. 
Estimating the average profits at 100 per 
cent, the sales must average $2,000 a year in 
order to cover expenges and support the pro- 
prietor. To produce $2,000 a year, at 10 
cents a glass, requires an average sale of 
20,000 glasses, which, at 2} cents a glass, 
will be $500 a year. Counting 1,700 saloons 
at $500 a year each would amount to $850,- 
000. Assuming, however, that such a tax 
would reduce both the number of saloons 
and the number of sales, and estimating 
only for 1,500 saloons and $400 each from 
the tax of 2} cents on each sale, and we 
have, as the revenue from saloons in Chicago 
alone, the following: 

1, 000 beer saloons, 360,000 barrels at 
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1, 500 liquor saloons, 24, 000, 000 drinks 
at 2% cents

This tax would be all borne by the con- 
sumers. In the ordinary liquor saloons the 
tax of two and a half cents would be added 
to the cost of the drink. In the beer 
saloons the tax of one-half a cent would be 
collected by reducing the glass, and the sales 
of beer would be largely increased bv the 
high price of the other beverages. This 
amount of revenue would be greater than 
has been collected in any one year in this 
State for State purposes for many years ; it 
is far in excess of the ordinary wants of the 
State. An equitable appropriation of it, 
however, could readily be made. In the 
first place, all local taxes on saloons in the 
way of licenses would have to be repealed, 
and thus have the one tax supersede all-other 
taxes on that business. The local communi- 
ties would be therefore entitled to some 
compensation for the loss of their revenue. 
This revenue from the sale of liquor might 
therefore be applied first to the sup- 
port of schools, in place of the $1,000,000 
now levied annually for that purpose by the 
State. The expenses of the General Asscm- 
bly and State officers might also be paid out 
of this fund, and these expenditures, as well 
as the remainder, should be credited back to 
each county, city, or village, in the propor- 
tion which that county or town may con- 
tribute to the State taxes. 

This revenue from this source d prove 
of great relief to the general people of the 
State: It would reduce State taxation to a 
nominal rate. It would reduce the tax on 
land, and on horses, sheep, hogs, and cattle, 
which form the bulk of the property now 
taxed, to an infinetesimal sum. It would 
furnish the local communities a considerable 
sum annually, which would enable them to 
reduce their local taxation, or would furnish 
them a fund with which to reduce their debts. 

The feature of this tax which commends 
it to the Virginians. and may possibly com- 
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but insist that these bureaus shall be chosen ] 


mend it to the people of other States, is that 
there is nobody to complain of it. The 
saloon-keeper cannot complain of a tax of 
which he is merely the collector and not the 
, payer. The consumer will not object, can- 
not object, because in the first place he doesn’t 
care, and in the second place payment is 
purely voluntary. He need not drink if he 
does not want to pay the tax. The question 
to be determined—and it is no unimportant 
question—is, Can the law be administered, 
and can the tax be collected? That question 
will probably be satisfactorily determined 
before the law is adopted in Illinois. 
— 


While the Russians and Turks alternately 
gain and ground, the adventurous Mon- 
tenegrins fit by their engagements, and 
constantly add to their territory. They 
have Niksich, and promise before long to 
seize every one of the positions they have 
coveted. Their success is the more remark- 
able from the fact that they are not, as has 
been reported, well armed. There are bat- 
talions armed with very large breeca-loaders. 
None have bayonets, afew have only revolvers, 
and only a small proportion have yataghans. 
The artillery with which Niksich was bom- 
barded is thus described by a correspondent 
of the London Times 

A battery of ten-centimetre bronze muzzie- 
loaders, Napoleon mountain guns, a battery of 
Broadwell steel breech-loading mountain guns, 
throwing shot of about six pounds, two same sys- 
tem, but slightly larger calibre, captured at Vuci- 
dol, and two ten-centimetre stegl muszle- loading 
rifled guns about 12 cwt., and Blready much de- 
teriorated, captured at Medun. An old thirty-six 
smooth-bore, also captured at Medun, is en route 
for Niksich, and there are four more Turkish 
trophies like those of Vucidol in repair at Rieka. 
To keep up the supply of shot, the Rieka foun 
turns out about 300 shut a weck. ' 

One mystery connected with the Monte- 
negrin successes is, however, cleared away 
by the statement that they are largely as- 
sisted by Herzegovinians. It seemed impos- 
sible that they should, single-handed, so long 
maintain their contest with the Turks. 
There were recently reported to be in camp 
at Gornje-Palje fifteen battalions of Monte- 
negrins, and at Niksich two of Montene- 
grins and seven of Herzegovinians. If the 
war shall end with any marked discom- 
fiture of the Turks, the Montenegrins will of 
course hold all the territory they se‘ze; 
hence, perhaps, their haste and eagerness in 
conducting the campaign. In a division of 
the spoils, it may safely be assumed, the 
Herzegovinians will not go unrewarded.

THE CANADIAN AND AMERICAN OOMMIBSION. 

The Nation in a few words describes the 
present status of the fishery controversy with 
the Dominion: 

The limits of the inquiry now making by the 
Mixed Commission as to the amount the United 
States should pay the Canadians cn account of the 
fisheries bas been somewhat narrowed oy the de- 
cision, fortanately by a unaninmgpus vote, that the 
trading and transshipping privileges allowed to 
American fishermen by the Canadian Government, 
under the Reciprocity Treaty of 1854, are not 
among the advantages for which we should be 
called on to pay in pursuance of tne Treaty of 
Washington. The treaty of 1818 allowed Ameri- 
can fishermen to enter bays and colonial harbors 
for wood and water, anc shelter and repairs, ** but 
for no other purpose. The Reciprocity Treaty 
added to these the privilege of entering 
for the purpose of „ their nets 
and curing their fish,” and the Colenial 
Legislatures inserted of their own free will in the 
acts passed tu exyocute the treaty a provision per- 
mitting the purchase of supplies and the trans- 
shipment of fish. The Treaty of Washington 
followed that of 1854 in its stipulations, and the 
Canadian Government continuea the purchase and 
transshipment privilege, and then sought to make 
the United States pay for it. This claim the Com- 
mission has overruled, and the chances are that the 
Dominion Parliament will withdraw the privileges 
on the ground that if they are not worth paying for 
they are not worth offering. ma facie, itscems 
absurd to ask people to pay for the privilege of 
buying goods in your store; but there is no question 
that it increases, in some degree, the value of the 
fisheries to Americans by enabling the fishermen to 
stay out longer. The Commission probably think, 
however, that this advantage to the Americans is 
offset by the aavantage to the Canadians of any 
sales they make, and is, anyhow, too remote to be 
appreciaole.

It is too much 
under the control of the old Bourbon and ex- 
Copperhead clement of the party to take any 
good advice, and too auti-progressive and rock- 
rooted to take advantage of circumstances, and 
perform a coup d’etat that would give them 
possession of the State offices for two years to 
come. We all remember how the Republican 
party recruited its ranks in all the States with 
some of the best men of the Democratic party 
during the War, and how it invariably pushed 
those men into the fat offices and good places 
at its disposal. It carried this practice so 
far that it got to be noted for its prompt 

Y.“ so much so that many of the camp- 
iollowers and others who made politics a 
trade, swarmed to the Republican side 
with the hope, as Tom Corwin used 
to say, of feeding upon the fly-blowu reim- 
nants that fall from the tale of Executive 
favor.“ In this State it conferred Senatorial 
honors upon Doolittle and Carpenter before 
either had fairly evolved from the Democratic 
skin, and it made Governors out of Lewis, Salo- 
man, and Fairchild long before the baptismal 
waters of their conversion had dried upon their 
foreheads. In Ohio the Republicans welcomed 
such men as John Brough and David Todd: in 
New York, such lifelong Democrats as Daniel 
S. Dickinson and John A. Dix; and when the 
Republican National Convention met in Chica- 
Co in 1868, to nominate e candidate for the Pres- 
idency, they selected a man who had never 
voted a Republican ticket in his life! Such a 
generous policy could not fail to build up a 
mighty and victorious party that should be in- 
spired by the best brains and blood to be 
found in all parties. and to dominate in every 
State, and in the nation at large. 

But such is not the custom of the moss-cov- 
ered fossils that run the old Bourbon machine. 
if they get a pew recrait they generally show 
him to a back seat. where he can see just as 
well,“ and treat him with suspicion and dis- 
trust. Unless a man can produce satisfactory 
evidence that his ancestors 

VOTED FOR ANDREW JACKSON, 

and that he never voted a split ticket in his life, 
his chances of a nomination for any office of 
honor or profit in a Democratic Convention are 
too remote to be worth considering. It is 
this utter inability of the leaders—if there are 
any leaders to-day in the Democratie party—to 
couform to a new order of things, or to seize 
upon auspicious circumstances to promote par- 
ty ends that has kept it in the background, and 
will keep it there forever.

ROCK ISLAND COUNTY, IA.

The Merchants’ Farmers’ & Mechanics’ Sav- 
ings Bank, located at 75 South Clark strect, 
has succumbed. By this collapse 2,500 indus- 
trious and thrifty persons have been at least 
temporarily deprived of $500,000. These de- 
positors averaged $300 each. The bank closed 
its doors yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock, the 
hour for business closing, and nothing 
of an exciting nat ure - no crowd. 
no fuss—occurred about its doors to 
indicate the conditions of affairs. 
The failure was known to but few persons last 
night, and the intelligence now printed will 
convey the sad news to nearly all of the over- 
anxious persons who had moncy in the concern. 
Shortly before surrendering his bank to the de- 
positors yesterday afternoon, Mr. Myers was 


interviewed by a few of 
HIS MORE PROMINENT DEPOSITORS, 

and he informed them‘that a bill was about to be 
prepared and application made to the courts for 
the appointment of a Receiver. Ile disclosed 
the condition of affairs to the gentlemen, and 
they decided to meet the person who had resolved 
to make the application for the Receiver, and 
join with him in the bill. Mr. Myers was satis- 
fied that it was useless to stick it out any 
longer, and surrendered without a further 
struggle He quietly took his hat, 
and, aug notice to bis emploves of 
the final closing of the bank, leit the 
institution in charge of the watchman and went 
to his home at No. 169 Rush street, where a 
TRIBUNE reporter, who had learned of the 


failure, found him. 
Mr. Myers was found last evening ju his apart- 


ment on the third floor, a modest and plainly 
furnished one. He was busily engaged over 
some manuscript, and the scribe soon divined 
that it was matter relative to the all-absorbing 
topic that was agitating the bank manager’s 
mind. He wrote rapidly, occasionally repeating 
the words as they fell from his pencil, and in a 
short time he produced the followmeg 
STATEMENT: 

I wish you first to express to the depositors 
my deep regret at the circumstances which have 
occurred, for which, 80 far as the past and recent 
manavement of the bauk are concerned, I hold 
myself personally responsible. I have endeavored 
to discharge my whole duty as a trustec to the best 
of my ability. I have sought the best light from 
all sources. Circumstances have overcome me. I 
have not surrendered the trust, but it has been tak- 
en from me by 

PROCEEDINGS IN CHANCERY, 
which any one of the 2,5000f those whose inter- 
ests I hase endeavored to promote and protect 
could institute at any unforeseen moment. A bill 
in chancery was prepared, and to it 1 surrendered 
this afternoon at 3 o'clock. I have met every legal 
ard reasonable demand. If not disturbed in my 
management I could, I think, have carried the 
bank through this critical period at which the sixty- 
day notices mature which were given at the time of 
the St. Louis panic, commencing on the 17th of 
July. The coliapse of the State Savings Institution 
inaugurated another panic, which oecame intensified 
from day to day. This double panic so compii- 
cated matters that the most solvent and best- 
manazed vanks were subjected to extraordinary 
and immoderate demands, to meet which there was 
neither time nor opportunity to prepare. Tae in- 
disposition to pay considerable sums of money 
over the counter, for which I have been blamed by 
superficial observers, was simply the only means 
that could have been adopted to preserve the bank 


that he could not give his attention to raising 
means to get through with.

who instituted the provcedings for the appoint- 
ment of a Receiver. He said ithad always been 
his intention to make the bank a co-operstive 
one; and he had designed having depositors as 
Directors. 

Mr. Myers, in closing the interview, carnestly 

ed that he would soover have been shot 
than had the unfortunate faiiure occur. He 
had been a sailor and been among military men, 
and he would remain on deck until the last 
shot was fired and as long as he had strength 
to bear up. He desired the reporter to under- 
stand that that was no buncombe; he meant 
every word he had uttered, and he proposed to 
stay by and do all that lay in his power to as- 
sist the depositors and the Receiver appointed 
in their behalf. He did not know who 
was to be appointed as Receiver, and 
he would not suggest any one. In answer to 
the query as to whether he would be at the 
bank to-day cr not, he said he would not, deem- 
ing it advisable to remain home until his pres- 
ence was desired at the bank, 
THE BILL. 

While it is ndt positively known it is believed 
that the bill reterred to by Mr. Myers, and which 
will be filed this morning’ before Judge Farwell 
or Judge Wiliains, was drawn by John Hunter, 
Esq. That gentleman represented a person who 
had a claim against the bank fora little over 
$400, which ne desired to collect. He intended 
to file a bill for the purpose of sccuring the ap- 
pointment of a Receiver, and it is not unlikely 
that he bas made up his mind to do so. 

THE CHARTER FOR THIS BANK 
was granted by the Legislature of 1861. Mor- 
decai Myers, Thomas R. Johnson, Sydney 
Mvers, Josias Grant, and George B. Cha fee 
were the first corporators. The capital stock 
stock was fixed at 850,000, to be increased to 
any sum not exceeding $500,000, the shares to 
be 850 each. The corporators, who wert all 
citizens of Galesburg, were empowered to 
open books there for stock subscriptions, 
and to meet and elect Directors, and organize 
the corporation when the sum of $30,000 had 
been subscribed. All the stockholders were 
made individuaily liable to depositors and 
creditors to an amount equal tothe amount of 


stock held by them respectiveiv, the liability to 


continue for one year aiter the sale and trans- 
fer of the stock by any such stockholder. 

The bank was organized under this charter 
during 1861. About 1802-68 it was moved to 
this citv, and commenced business here ina 
small way. A run set in upon it almost as soon 
as it had started, but lasted only a day or so, 
and caused no inconvenience to the new corpora- 
tien. Along in 1864 Mr. P. H. Westfall, who 
subsequently organized the Commercial Na- 
tional, bought au interest in the bank, and was 
connected with it for a time, until his 
place was taken by Mr. 8. H. Fileet- 
wood, who held the Presidency up 
to about the time of the fire, Mr. Sydney 
Mvers being @ashier. Mr. Myers afterwards 
obtained a controlling interest and became 
President. Subsequently ge bought all the 
stock. Prior to the fire the bank was located 
at No. 13 Clark Street. about opposite the St. 
Charles Hotel. In 1872 it was moved to its 
present quarters, No. 75 Clark Street, just south 
ot Randolph Street, which it has since occupied. 

LAST JUNE.

ows: 

For general cussednese, give me some of the citi- 
zens of this city.

When tne woman went to take 
her animal away from the old homestead, 
ilarvey Hersey objected, and when she attempted to 
assert her rigitta the valiant, ex-Bible hanver as- 
saulted her witha hammer, striking a ferocious 
blow at her head, which she warded off with her 
hand, e a broken hand instead of a 
crushed head. Hersey was arrested, but succeeded 
in settling it by releasing the woman's sewing-ma- 
chine from a mortgage. 

It is almost needless to state that the Rev. 
Harvey Hersey, Universalist minister at Do- 
wagiac, Mich., will have to pay full tare when- 
ever he has occasion to ride on the Michigan 
Central Railroad.

The city sup- 
ply of, negotiable paper is only moderate. The 

. trade of the city in all its jobbing and wholesale 
branches is excellent, but does not add much 
to the offerings of negotiable paper. 
Sometninc like the same state of af- 
fairs prevails in the loan market in New York. 
The 7imes of that city states that the revival in 
trade has been marked by a very conservative 
spirit, merchants being generally averse to doing 
business except for cash, and hence the mercan- 
tile requirements are smaller than usual at this 
season of the year, aud the banks are, conse- 
quently, better abie to meet the demand incidental 
to the crop movement.” The activity among the 
Chicago banks has not been proportionate to that 
in trade. partly for the same reason as that given 
above, and because the increasing capital of our 
merchants makes them each year more jndepend- 
ent of the banks..

THE FINANCES OF TURKEY. ° 
The finances of Turkey are, as is well known,

The revenne is put down at the 
estimated figure of 3,945,069 purses, or 19,72 
345 Turkish pounds (a hurse being five Turkish 
pounds), and the income calculated at about 
TT.

7d. that being the last pub- 
lished. It is not stated whether the estimfte had

There was a big demand yesterday in this mar- 
ket for wheat, and a correspondingly sharp up- 
ward movement, which was all the more striking, 
as it followed a weak market on Tuesday. Re- 
ceipts were sma'ler, and there were some fears ex- 
pressed that the equinoctial storm will still further 
reduce supplies.

plained of by country shippers. The cars are de- 
tained by consignment on track much longer than 
in the other case.
